This is in response to amendment filed on 6/4/08 in which claims 1-17 and 19-38 
are pending. The applicant's amendments have been fully considered therefore this 
case is in condition for allowance. In addition the pending claims have been 
renumbered as 1-37, respectively.

as recited in all the independent claims.
